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BACKYARD TOYS 
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Take hammer, paintbrush, and a spare hour or two, and you can 


build any of these eight low-cost toys. They turn the smallest back 


yard into an all-summer play arena. Your youngsters can run, 


climb, and jump on these toys safely—and never leave your sight! 


Two-way tepee can stand up Indian-style: or 
fiop it down for a durable pup tent. 

Make the base from two lx6s, with a 2x2 
“threshold.” It’s cheapest to cut the triangles 
from an old tarp: nail or staple them to 2x2 poles. 
Lash poles securely at the top. 


*Stay-putnik” rocket ship is guaranteed not to 
go into orbit! Make it from this heavy fiber tube 
(it’s an industrial concrete form). 

To build rocket, saw a hole for a two-seat 
cockpit; then add plywood nose and tail sections. 
Fins are just two pieces of ply, slotted to fit over 
each other. Wood base keeps the rocket from 
“blasting off” downhill. 


Fun-go-round at the top of the photograph is a 
2x10 plank mounted on a large fence post. 

Sand and paint the plank for seat (make it as 
long or short as you wish). Pivot is a length of 
water pipe. Board spins, teeters, lifts off for stor- 
age when children are through playing. 


Split-level sandbox is an old idea with a new 
twist. Used tractor tires ($3-$5 each) make a fine 
double sandbox for a hillside. 

Hose the tires clean: cover with an exterior- 
grade paint. Dig both tires into slope so your 
children can shovel sand from one to the other. 


Play-as-you-go TV— it’s the quickest and 
cheapest toy of all! Make it from two cardboard 
cartons, glued together and brightly painted. 
Cut out TV “screen” with a sharp knife. Knobs 
are bottle caps or corks. Children act out their 
shows as others watch. Toy works indoors, too. 
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Huck Finn clubhouse can also be youngsters’ 
trike- or bike-port. Two sheets of 14-inch exte- 
rior-grade plywood, sawed in 4x4-foot halves, 
make the walls. Top is a sheet of 14-inch ply. 

A half-dozen 6-foot stakes (2x2s), dug in, form 
the sturdy framework of the playhouse. 


Sawhorse slide is built to a size your children 
ean handle. Use commercial sawhorse bracket, 
2x4s for frame. Steps are 2x2s. 

Slide is a sheet of tempered hardboard, braced 
by 2x4s. (Wax it for smooth going.) The slide 
and braces are screwed to sawhorse as a unit. A 
short length of *4-inch pipe becomes a chinning 
bar. Slide doubles as a playhouse, too. 





Igloo funhouse is made from heavy tubes you 
buy from commercial building-supply dealer. 

Get bargain remnant lengths; cut the entry and 
window holes with a saber saw. Add a hardboard 
or plastic roof if desired. Children love to roll 
downhill in these tubes, too.

For moth-, moisture-, and 
dustproof storage of clothing, 
cut film twice length of gar- 
ment, fold it double.

Soil stays moist for two 
weeks, if kept out of sun. 


For starting cuttings, wrap 
them in dampened, unmilled 
peat moss, and tape ends of 
film so it’s airtight. 

For compost: mix one 
trowelful of plant food, two of 
soil to half-bushel of leaves. 
Moisten. Sack. It’s ready to 
use in four months or so. 


To start new grass in small 
burned-out areas in lawn, 
rake away dead grass, dis- 
tribute seed, moisten ground, 
and cover it with film. 

Cedar shingle “stakes” or 
small %-inch dowels hold it in 
place till grass sprouts.

These folks—and other “‘pool-blazers”’

have shown that any neighborhood can have 
a swim club. This article tells you how!

A dip in a cool swimming pool—how good that would feel 
right now. But what if there’s no pool near you? Though your 
family would enjoy a swim, it’s out of the question. 

Or is it? Why not join your neighbors and plan a co-opera- 
tive swimming pool? Like the one on this page, it may be 
small and unpretentious—yet still be lots of fun. 

In addition to the more familiar types, many new prefab- 
ricated pools of redwood, fiberglass, or aluminum are ideal 
for a swim club. They can be assembled by a local pool con- 
tractor; in some cases, members can do it themselves. 

Chis group, the Littlke Canyon Club, organized in 1957. 
rhirteen families banded together; 12 of them contributed 
$1,000 each, and the last membership went free to a lawyer 
for necessary (and continuing) legal services. The members 
knew of other co-operative pools big enough for 150 families 
that required an initial investment of just $150 each. But they 
preferred to keep their club small.

The experience of the Little 
Canyon Club and other similar 
clubs across the country can serve 
as a guide for starting a co-opera- 
tive pool of any size, anywhere. 

Get together with a group of in- 
terested neighbors to set up your 
steering committee. Decide these 
things: number of members de- 
sired, membership fee, best loca- 
tion, and size of pool. You will 
need to appoint committees to 
carry out each of these jobs: 


1. Pool. To establish pool size and 
construction method with help of a 
local pool contractor. 


2. Property. To investigate pos- 
sible sites, costs, soil, and zoning 
laws (or rezoning prospects). 


3. Membership. To promote 
and recruit members within stated 
neighborhood limits. 


4. Finance. Open a club check- 
ing account, and inquire whether 
local banks are interested in mak- 
ing personal loans to finance pros- 
pective members. To plan for the 
cost of land, pool and accessories, 
lifeguards, bath house (if needed), 
parking, fencing, landscaping and 
grading, utilities and sanitation, 
furniture, roadway, and archi- 
tect’s fee (if any). 


5. Public relations. To explain 
program to the neighborhood 
through pamphlets and posters. 


6. Incorporation. To draw up 
the all-important by-laws (see be- 
low), select a slate for the board of 
directors, and prepare incorpora- 
tion papers for membership ap- 
proval at the first meeting. 

At this first general meeting, ob- 
ligations and privileges should be 
defined. Land is then acquired, 
building and rezoning permits 
awarded, and building contract let.

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Established lawns: The best lawn grasses > 


become dormant under drouth conditions, but 
recover quickly when they get enough water. 


Mature lawns make satisfactory growth if 


they get an inch of water every 7 to 10 days. 


You can apply it in one or two doses. 





Shrubs: Most woody shrubs have extensive » 


root systems that gather moisture from a large 
volume of soil. A rose, for example, may have 
roots that go five feet deep or more. 

Such plants can go two or three weeks be- 
tween waterings. But if you want optimum 
growth, soak them every week to 10 days. 





Syringing: Plants need occasional showers » 


even when their roots are moist. They will 
look better and grow better if you keep the 
dust and grime off their leaves. 

A hard, sharp spray is also useful for con- 
trolling redspiders. Repeat daily until no new 
webs are formed on the leaves.

@ New grass: Water new sod heavily when it is 


laid. Water more lightly every two or three 
days until the grass has been mowed. 

If you start grass from seed, keep the top 
half inch of soil moist until the grass is high 
enough to mow. Then increase the amount and 
reduce the frequency of watering. 





# Evergreens: Most plants wilt or droop, or 


give some signal when they need water. But 
evergreens don't have this ability. 

To be sure they get enough moisture, water 
when near-by shrubs give evidence of need. 


Water deeply, by soaking or with a lance. 
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Four ways to save both water and watering time 


Make a basin around young trees, ever- 
greens, and shrubbery growing in lawn areas. 
This gives you controlled penetration of water, 
without any wasteful run-off. 

The water stays where you put it, supply- 
ing the shrub or tree instead of the grass. The 
basin need not be deep. An inch is enough. 





Edging strips are another good tool for re- 
ducing watering time. Use them to form a 


shallow watering basin so you can apply a lot 
of water fast to deep-rooted plants 

The edging will not only hold the water 
while it soaks in, it will also keep the grass 
from encroaching on the cultivated area. 
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Mulching will cut water requirements by at 
least a third —enough to pay for itself several 
times in a hot, dry summer. 

Mulch shallow rooted perennials and plant 
boxes first, then roses and young trees. Ask 
your local nurseryman to suggest kinds and 
sources of mulches in your area. 





Wetting agents, such as Aqua-Gro, solve

these materials directly to the soil with a regu- 
lar sprinkler, then water them in. 

After the soil is treated, any water that is 
applied soaks in immediately without run-

Drill the bottom of the 4x4 up- 
right to accept the footing pin. 
Accuracy at this point is very 
important; either a twist drill 
or flycutter bit will work. 

It’s a good idea to drill an 
eighth of an inch off center. 
Then you can compensate for 
minor errors by turning the 
post 90 degrees. 

Tamp the post firmly into 
position over the footing pin. 


With the first post in place 
(start with a post that lines up 
with the wall of the house), 
nai! the first 2x8 in position. 

Here, a 2x4 nailer was first 
attached to the brick founda- 
tion with drive nails. On many 
houses the beams can be nailed 
through siding to studs. 

Level the beam carefully and 
nail at each end; brace or hold 
the post securely.

This framing method 
makes construction 
simple. Here’s how... 


Lay out the footings on 4-foot 
centers, then excavate with a 
posthole digger. Dig at least 
two feet, or below the frost line 
in your area. 

Line the footing hole with 
building paper. Then the con- 
crete won't be rough if it’s later 
exposed by erosion. 

Rent a wheelbarrow-type ce- 
ment mixer for easy, on-the- 
spot mixing and pouring. 


Place footing pin for uprights 
exactly 4 feet from next rod as 
soon as concrete starts to firm. 
Pins are half-inch steel rods 
one foot long. 

Measuring and laying out for 
the footings and uprights is 
fairly simple on level ground, 
but on a slope you'll need chalk 
lines and tall stakes. 

Let the footings set up for 
several days before proceeding.

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Install floor when the lower 
part of the frame is completed, 
to provide a working platform 
for higher work. 

Here, boards of random 
width were nailed to beams. 
Again, it is important to use 
non-corrosive nails. 

Space flooring to maintain 
uniform gaps between boards. 
Use nails as spacers to make 
1g-inch gaps easily. 


Keys to the upper framework 
are two upright 2x4s nailed to 
corners of the house. Nail first 
roof beam across these and to 
opposite 4x4 upright. 

To keep bugs out of screened 
area, cut scrap bevel siding for 
filler wedges (see arrow). Nail 
wedges at the same time the 
2x4 is attached. 

Be sure to use nails long 
enough to reach the studs. 


Outdoor living 


Continue adding uprights and 
beams, bracing between them 
as the structure grows. As each 
section is finished, remove the 
temporary nails; bolt firmly. 
Here, %%-inch carriage bolts 
were used. Be sure to get a cor- 
rosion-resistant bolt, and to 
use flat washers as shown. 
Note the overhang on this 
beam. This is sawed off when 
the entire frame is finished. 


For extra strength, drive-nail 
a beam to the foundation. Run 
beam under the long beams of 
the screened area, and bolt to 
the opposite post. 

On this deck, 2x8 nailers 
were drive-nailed where beams 
butted to the foundation, and 
ordinary joist hangers were 
used to attach them securely. 

Nailers can be altered or cut 
out for downspouts, windows. 








lor any house 


At the low end of this deck, a 
permanent bench was added 
for seating comfort and con- 
venience around the terrace. 

Frame the bench in the same 
manner and make triangular 
braces from 2x4s. Space and 
nail the boards for the seat. The 
upright posts for the bench can 
also serve as corner posts for 
the forms for casting the con- 
crete terrace. 


Stretch standard 4-foot-wide 
aluminum screen across frame 
members, then staple with a 
handgun. Guns can be rented 
where the screening is sold. 

Use plenty of staples— at 
least one every inch—or the 
soft screen may tear loose. 

Don’t worry about overlap: 
the aluminum screen can be 
trimmed with a knife after it’s 
stretched and stapled.

Level and bolt the two outside 
roof beamsin place, then stretch 
chalk lines to simplify accurate 
placing of the two inside beams. 

Though lighter beams would 
have served here, 2x8s were 
used for appearance. Again, all 
frame memberswere nailed first, 
then bolted in place. 

No inside cross-braces were 
used; they can be added easily. 


When the framework is finished 
and bolted in place, trim all 
posts with a handsaw and a 
suitable planing tool. 

This multibladed plane is 
ideal for the job, since it will 
plane across the grain ends of 
the posts and leave a smooth, 
splinter-free surface. 

Be careful to avoid marring 
adjoining surfaces during the 
trimming and planing.

The terrace was made of cast- 
in-place concrete units 4 feet 
square; it could have been al- 
most any paving material. 
Redwood 2x4 forms were 
oiled to prevent cement stains, 
then cleaned and left in place. 
The corner square was left 
unpaved for later planting. A 
pit barbecue could be installed 
in a similar open square, then 
covered with a lattice lid. 


Finally, cover the ground un- 
der the entire deck framework 
with pea gravel to discourage 
weed growth and eliminate the 
need for maintenance. 

Nail 2x4 redwood curb inside 
the bases of the uprights to 
keep the gravel from spilling 
out onto the lawn. 

Shovel the gravel under the 
deck, then rake it into place 
with a garden rake.

After stretching the sereen in 
place, nail 1x4 battens over all 
frame members to which the 
screen was attached. 

On 4x4 corner posts, one Lx4 
and one 1x5 were used to make 
a square corner as shown here. 

Battens weren't used on the 
screen roof; 9-gauge aluminum 
wire was stretched under the 
screen at four-foot intervals to 
keep it taut. 


Double-by-pass hardware for 
the sliding doors provides the 
answer for an easy-to-use, con- 
venient, but bug-tightentrance. 

The doors are simple frames 
built of 5/4x2 and 5/4x4 red- 
wood, rabbetted to take the 
aluminum screen — which was 
then covered by a light batten.
